Society, Labor and Capital. 

The present writer, by the articles which he has fur- 
nished for this paper during the preceding three weeks, 
has endeavored to lead the minds of his readers to re- 
flect upon the present condition of Society; upon the 
rights and duties of Capital and Labor, and the neces- 
sity which exists for the Laborer to put his ewn shoul- 
der to the wheel, if he would seek an amelioration of the 
evils which oppress his class. It has been wisely said, 
that in wars Providence helps that nation which has the 
most cannon. The answer of Hercules to the waggon- 
er, whose vehicle stuck in the mud, is familiar to all:— 
“Help yourself and Hercules will help you.” If the 
writer has been in any degree successful in this effort— 
if he has awakened in a single mind that independence 
which is native to us all, and strengthened the determi- 
nation to resist oppression and battle for the right, he 
has achieved in some degree the object for which he 
writes, and his effort will not be all in vain. 

The contest is worthy of every man’s whole efforts; 
it is a contest between the oppressor and the oppresge4 * 
between the free and the bond; it is a copte.: to pre- 


serve what little of privilege #*'"' 1. left to Labor; it is 
to ascertain whether thy inevitable tendency of Labor 
1s ever dOwNW."44 "or whether its professors and disci- 
ples can beclevated in the social scale. Man is move- 
mem; shall he advance, or must he be driven backward ? 
Behind are the errors and follies of the past; in front, 
the fulfilment of hope’s promises. Choose. 
It is fact, melancholy in the extreme, that the causes 
of most of our complaints might be remedied by our 
own minds and hands, had we but the courage to un- 
dertake the task; but long accustomed to passive obe- 
dience, so long as ills are at all bearable, we continue to 
endure, rather than to apply a certain remedy. Exam- 
ine the reiation between employer and employed, and see 
the little or no equality existing between them; it is 
only the condition of master and servant; and yet in re- 
ality the obligatian between the parties is mutual and 
reciprocal, Let us take a case of every day occurrence, 
Silversmith having money, but no knowledge of busi- 
ness, seeks a person who possesses the required skill in 
trade, but who has no money. S. agrees with the latter 
to form a copartnership on equal terms, he to furnish 
capital, the ether knowledge ; so far, then, the relations 
between the parties are equal and based upon justice ; 
now suppose that this firm, progressing in business and 
accumulating capital or money, find it necessary to in- 
crease their working force, or rather to bring in more 
knowledge, to keep pace with the advancing capital.— 
The question arises, why is this firm thus situated dif- 
ferent from the position of Silversmith alone? We 
cannot see the least real difference ; they have more cap- 
ital than they can employ unaided, and consequently 
they look fer some person whose ability is equal to the 
profitable employment of their surplus funds. John 
Quill is the man whose skill is equal to the exigency, 
and according to every principle of right should have a 
fair proportion of the profits arising from their joint la- 
bors. But no; Silversmith and partner, seeing that 
there are several Quills in the market who desire to put 
their knowledge to a useful purpose, offer to John a 
weekly stipend, graduated by the compitition for em- 
ployment, upon which John manages to live; his wants 
increasing with years, but not hismeans; while Silver- 
smith & Co. are constantly increasing in wealth, sur- 
rounding themselves with comforts and luxuries, their 
children enjoying every advantage which society pos- 
sesses and is ever ready to lay at the feet of the rich, 
are sent to the best schools, and finished at the college, 
to become doctors, lawyers, judges, or something orna- 
mental, to hang around the capital of society. In the 
mean time, the children of Quill are obtaining the brief 
elements of knowledge at the free school, which the en- 
lightened and liberal Silversmiths, as members of the 
Legislature, have established for the children of the 
poor! who by long submission to this course of unholy 
management, and the slavish doctrines which have been 
instilled into their infant minds, and the homage which 
they have been taught to pay to wealth, have come at 
last to think that every thing is just right as it is, and 
yield supitely to their oppressors; thanking God that 
they are the most intelligent people on the face of the 
earth, and that they are much better off than others.— 
They know there are some evils; they feel sure of that, 
but cannot exactly divine where the wrong is, but wait 
for a special Providence to set all matters right. 

In the meantime the robbery perpetrated upon the 
first Quill is going on, others are brought into the estab- 
lishment, and in time a hundred or so are laboring 
away, contented slaves, The state of things is now 
approaching which permits the Silversmiths to show 
their benevolence and Christian philanthropy ; they es- 
tablish Bible Societies and give away the word of God, 
the bread of life, to the poor. It would be a glorious 
experiment for scme of those same Bible givers, to try 
this bread of life, and ascertain how long it would sup- 
port them, under the difficulties which Labor encoun- 
ters. Tract societies, too, are founded, where Cané 
finds his most devoted servants, and Hypocrisy stalks 
in black. The pious fables and holy romances which 
these institutions pour forth, under the pretence ot care 
for the souls of the benighted, would be intensely amus- 





ing, were it not for the deleterious effect which they pro- 
duce by sowing the seeds of bigotry in the human mind. 
The prosings of Baxter, Flavel, and the pulemics of the 
seventeenth century, are lugged in to darken and con- 
fuse the spirit of inquiry which is now awakening, 
while the efforts of coalporters, sturdy fellows who 
should be employed in something useful, are traversing 
the land, distributing Tracts! Whata noble service 
for Man; how elevating the occupation, as he sneeks 
along from door to door, distributing sectarian tales, or 
peddling the ravings of Bedlamites! 

The age of Tracts is passed; it belongs to antiquity ; 
the wants of society are practical, thinking operations. 
The blind fanaticism of past centuries 18 not, nor can it 
be made availabie to fetter the rail road mind of this 
age. Movemer., progress, is the law; we demand the 
useful, not the old. The newspaper is the book of the 
day ; to this allturn for information or amusement, It 
is the lever which is to upheave the Silversmiths—to 
burst the barriers which have been accumulating around 
the limbs of Labor. It is breaking that chain which has 
so long fettered the poor Quills, who have been so often 
plucked ; so many contrivances have been introduced to 
keep them hoodwinked, that they seem only to exist by 
the generosity of their employers. If they can but find 
employment at merely the price of living, they toil con- 
tentedly and are happy. But does robbery perpetrated 
through long ages still sanction the wrong? shall it be 
ever the fate of Labor to succomb to Capital? No! 
“ The claims of humanity, of the mass of mankind, is 
urged by an irresistible power—the power of the multi- 
tude. It claims to have its rights, its interests, its feel- 
ings respected.” And that claim must not be denied.— 
It is not enough for Silversmith to walk through his 
manufactory and eye his chattels; it is not enough that 
they should be compelled to toil in unwholesome, ill ven- 
tilated apartments, where most disgusting nuisances ex- 
ist, where the only inquiry is, have you finished your 
task? Something must be done for the Man; he has a 
right to ask for more attention, for more respect than is 
paid to favored cattle; and though this claim for a time 
be denied, though Silversmith himself may pass from 
the stage, the ears of his children may tingle with the 
cry that has many a time been heard in many a pleasant 
land, “the rich are the natural enemies of the poor.”— 
Ifthis cry be ever uttered here, if oppression drives to 
the utterance of such woful sound, it will scare the dead 
from sleep; the avalanche thundering from the Alps 
may overwhelm villages; the pestilence may walk 
abroac ; but these in their effects pass g.way and leave 
society undisturbed, Not so“ Gen Labor fully awakes 
to demand its rights, {9 insist that the wrongs endured 
by the fathers shall be repaid to the children, and that 


: with interest too. 


The Pacha of Egypt being in want of money, called 
around him at Cairo all the wealthy Jews of the coun- 
try, and thus addressed them:—“ Your fathers, when 
they left this country under Moses, borrowed of my an- 
cestors their jewels and other things of value; they 
have never been returned, and 1 now call upon you to 
restore what was then robbed from my fathers.” In 
vain the Jews protested that they had not done the 
wrong; that the property was not with them ; the Pacha 
replied, ‘You have the proceeds of that robbery ; its 
fruits have come down to you, and upon your heads 
will 1 visit the iniquity.” The wrongs of one genera- 
tion are repaired by the next; let us be wise and profit 
by the lesson. 

When we ré éct how easy it would be to hush many 
of these complaints, to entirely eradicate the oppression 
of capital, we are lost in wonder, almost despair, that 
the attempt has not been long since made. Labor is 
constantly taunted by your Expresses and Journals of 
Commerce with the cry of, ‘‘ Why don’t you do some- 
thing for yourself ?—this is a free country.” We will; 
we begin to see that we can, by means of a very simple 
instrument, the ballot bo2, do something for ourselves.— 
Wecan send Labor to represent itself, instead of asking 
Capital to condescend, and this we willdo. We will 
send tothe Legislature, and to every hall where laws 
are made, or taxes assessed, the strong and sound sense 
of Labor; we will reverse the condition of things, and 
as Capital has hitherto taken -are of Labor, suppose 
that Labor for a while takes care of Capital. We will 
wage eternal war with Capital until it is made subordi- 
nate; we will make Labor respectable by opening the 
College and the Academy to its professors ; we will in- 
sist upon such a distribution of the results of Toil that 
the division shall be equal; that every man who comes 
into a Corporation shall be a partner therein, and not 
the slave of Money. We will agitate until every man 
shall do some work towards his own support; until the 
Astors, the Marxes, the Jews of Wall street, shall leave 
off preying upon society, The work has begun; where 
shall it end? 





Free Acapemy.—We rejoice that this bill has passed 

the Legislature; we have not yet seen its details, the 
copy which Mr. Walsh has undoubtedly forwarded to 
this office has not been received, but it provides in gen- 
eral, that an Institute shall be founded in which the 
cause of education shall be so complete, as to fit the pu- 
pils for the discharge ot any of the duties of life, The 
pupils are to be taken from the public schools at peri- 
odical examinations. This is the beginning of a sys- 
tem which sha!l elevate the sons of toil to their true po- 
sition in society, and although it be less than the wants 
of the people require, still it will pave the way for an 
extension of the advantage. Who can doubt that it 
will be favorably received by the electors, that every 
step which can promote its progress will be readily 
taken. It cannot be that any mean jealousy will raise 
obstacles against it, or that the silent opposition of old 
hunkerism will be permitted to strangle the project in 
its birth, as it attempted the murder of the present con- 
stitution, Up, working men, up for the cause of edu- 
cation.

Mike Walsh’s Speech on the License Law. 


Mr. Watsu remarked that patience was said to be a 
very great virtue. And he thought it was a fortunate 
thing for our friend Job that he died before he was sub- 
jected to a legislative test: [Laughter.] There were 
some ridiculous, harlequin exhibitions, that were very 
appropriate in a free-and-easy—or in a gathering of 
Rochester Millerites—but very much out of place in a 
legislative body. He thought, when he yielded the 
floor, a few minutes since, that this matter would have 
been discussed in some such way, as to relieve him from 
the necessity ofany remarks. He agreed with some 
gentlemen who had preceded him, that this was a ques- 
tion of most vital importance—and without taking one 
side Or the other of it—it was a question which must be 
met and decided by this body—or it must be cuntent to 
rest under the contempt of the people of this state. He 
apprehended this question had never—he knew it had 
never in his hearing—been properly discussed. He had 
heard it discussed in temperance meetings. He had 
been toa great many. [Laughter.] He loved to see 
good acting—or rather, to see how tar a man could for- 
get the sincerity and honesty of his nature, and dwindle 

own into a mere hired reciter of bis part. He had 
heard men get up and declaim against men superior to 
themselves—and in the pulpit, too, of churches erected 
to the worship of the living God—with a brandy bottle 
in their pocket. He deprecated—not as deeply as some, 
probably—the evils of intemperance. He had seen so 
much of insulting interference on the part of keepers of 
groggeries, in our élections—he had seen so many men 
making the fact of their keeping a groggery, the means 
of exercising a controlling influence over the sunken 
souls of drunkards, that he had almost wished there 
was never a drop of liquor on earth, But it was a mat- 
ter of some importance to know whether coercion 
would produce the desired result— whether people would 
be choked into reformation. Coercion had been tried 
for centuries, to effect moral reforms, and with very 
poor results. 

He had felt a deep desire for the destruction of this 
evil. But a question of right and principle came up 
here—and he most freely confessed that if there was any 
possible mode of reconciling himself to the constitution- 
ality and justice of a law, which he could be made to 
believe would effect that object, he really thought he 
would vote for it, Massachusetts and Connecticut had 
been referred to. He recollected well—he had been 
down there—the miserable evasions resorted to, to get 
rid of the restraining laws of those States. He had had 
men come up to him in one of these states and address 
him—“ how d’ do Mike?” “Ah, how are you?”— 
“Try something?” ‘ Don’t know—can’t get any thing 
here, I suppose.” Mr. W. said he was then in the habit 
of taking a little for medicine. [Laughter.] Yes, he 
was then in the habit of taking a little by way of medi- 
cine. “ Yes,” said he, (continuing his anecdote) “I 
don’t mind.” He went in with his friend. ‘“ Why, 
how’s this?” said he. “Thisisa dry goods store.” 
**Mum’s the word,” said his friend. ‘‘ Got any good 
ham?’ “ Yes; walk into the back room.” And there 
was a small pew, boarded off, and a row of kegs con- 
taining all sorts of liquor. Also, a very antiquated ham, 
with only two slices cut off—looking as if it had lasted 
as {ong asthe law. He never touched the ham, but he 
took a drink—[taughter] “and his friend paid for two 
pieces of ham. Some might like to have this evasion 
practised here—as a man might take a double drink for 
the price of one—as there was nobody watching.— 
(Laughter.}] Great stress had been laid on the fact that 
society passed laws for the punishment of murder, and 
theft, and prohibiting the sale of putrid meat. But gen- 
tlemen seemed to forget that all men—even the man who 
committed the murder did not attempt to justify it.— 
Every body admitted that putrid meat was injurious, 
But the best and brightest men in the world had conce- 
ded that the moderate use of liquor was not injurious— 
three glasses a day, for instance. On the contrary, 
when a man meta friend, of a cold day, and wanted a 
sit-down and a chat with him, a drink was absolutely 
necessary for purposes of conversation. {Laughter.]— 
The spirit of patriotism never came up trom the deep 
recesses of a man’s heart, when the mercury was 20 or 
30 degrees below zero, from sipping lemon water. And 
it was far the most remarkable affair in all this busi- 
ness, that gentlemen had come up to this question, with 
arguments not against the use of a thing, but its abuse. 
They argued that if a man was in the havit of taking 
one drink a day, he must necessarily f° on, as if rolling 
down the steps of a shot tower, util he landed in the 
cellar. Did not every mun here know, that there was 
not one man in a thousand who was in the habit of 
drinking, that was a drunkard, or that ever injured him- 
self materially by indulgence in such a habit? Was it 
any argument, because a lunatic or Millerite in the in- 
terior of the state, cut his throat with a razor, against 
people’s shaving themselves with a razor? That was 
the sum and substance of the argument here. He sup- 
posed there was a large quantity of poison in the bowl 
of a Dutchman’s pipe—or in a pipe of liquor—that there 
was poison enough in a bushel of potatoes to kill twenty 
men. He held that a law’ that could not be enforced, 
shouid be repealed—that no law should stand that was 
the means only of setting one man against another, cre- 
ating hard feelings in tamilies and neighborhoods, and 
singling out individuals for persecntion. Bettcr sweep 
all such laws from the statute book. The only effect of 
such laws was to creete a contempt for all laws in the 
minds of the people. When temperance societies were 
first started, they were started under the specious pre- 
text which had characterized all reformers. All they 
wanted was to improve man’s household, to make men 
better husbands and fathers—and to do this by the force 
of moral suasion. And they did work miracles for a 
time. But the moment they came before the public, 
with moral suasion in one hand, and with physical 
force in the other, the spirit of resistance to coercion that 
erage characterized our people, rose »p in rebellion, 

hen a man came up to him, with his fist shut, and 
asked him a civil question, he preferred before he an- 
swered, that the man should show his palm. He did 
not exactly like the alternative of physical force and 
moral suasion, ‘There was a great deal of such false 
legislation in the world, arising from the instigation of 
men, some of whom were well-meaning men, and others 
very bad-meaning men—who had sought to enforce a 
compliance with their peculiar views. ‘They were men 
who were not acquainted with the worid—who were 
not capable of appreciating the feelings, the hopes and 
nature of the masses. They legislated for the balance 
of the world, as if they were legislating for themselves. 
They imagined the masses were just like themselves, 
and acting on this false assumption, their legislation 
was always characterized by wrong, falsehood and 
error. A few m:n whose half-congealed blood crept 
stealthily through their veins, like a burglar at midnight 
through an entry [Laughter] droamleahy supposed that 
they could wisely prescribe a rule of action for men 
whose blood flowed like his own, with the force of a mill 
atream through his veins. New York was not the lati- 
tude—this nineteenth century was nct the age, in which 
such legislation would be tolerated. Were he to be- 
come a temperance spouter to-morrow—which was not 
very probable, [laughter,] though ke was strictly a tem- 
perance man—[ Renewed laughter, and Mr. W. paused 
—looking around with a severe frown and asking} 
What's all this sneering about? [Laughter again.]— 
I should like to know what all this sneering means ? 

The Speaker called to order, and with some difficul- 
ty silence was restored. 

Mr. Watsu went on. He had heard of a great many 
insinuations being made against him—but he had not 
been able to trace them to any source. They did not 
annoy him a great deal. The eagle when reposing 
quietly in his mountain home, might be annoyed by a 
set of despicable insects, buzzing about his head—but 
when heroused himself and spread his imperial pinions, 
with the first flutter of his wing he swept them down the 
wind, whilst with the other he soared aloft, in his sun- 
ward course, as fresh and vigorous, and unruffled, as if 
he had never been in contact with the things of earth, 
Among other slanders that had come to his ears was 
the charge of keeping low company. He did not know 
what was meant by that exactly. His company rang- 
ed from presidents to paupers—from congressmen to 
clam boys. He associated with just such sets of men 
as he pleased. There were some menthac were called 
low company, that politicians were very humble in 
scraping acquaintance with just before an election. He 
would not exchange the friendship of s»me of these men 
for that of some of the proudest in the land. He could

That was not 
his idea gh oa A man who had grappled with the 
world as he had, must be aware that he had some little 
claim to greatness—and it would be very hypocritical 
in him to deny what the world accorded. It would be 
much better for some ot these gentlemen who were dis- 
posed to question it, to try and take the conceit out of 
him, [(Laughter.) They had had four months to do 
it in, and all of them had utterly failed. The lion had 
an idea that he was more powerful than the bull-frog. 
The grey hound thought he could run faster than the 
spaniel—and the eagle knew he could fly higher than 
the dung-hill cock. All that forsooth, was egotism !— 
He had been prepared for this. He had gone through 
a severe ordeal. He was aman before he had an hon- 
orable prefixed to his name—which could not be said of 
every body that had attained this station. [Laughter. } 
He expected to be a man. Misfortune and persecution 
had ever failed to humble him; and he did not think a 
seat here would intoxicate him. [Laughter.] It re- 
quired something more ardent and powerful. ‘his was 
but one of the many drawbacks which envy of real 
worth sought to filch from it. It was the result of a 
consciousness of that greatness in others, which it would 
be the wildest insanity in them ever to dream of emulat- 
ing.

There may be a dozen other candidates, 
each of whom has also his clique in that body, but no 
one of the candidates has a majority; in this state of 
affairs nose counting begins ; Peter’s supporters forma 
bargain with the friends of some other individual, on 
the give and take principle, and by this means he se- 
cures the command of the funds and finds himself strong 
enough to come into the wards. There is usually ene 
individual who has the management of this affair, of so 
well known reputation that no man feels the least hesi- 
tation in approaching him with any offers, however 
base or revolting they may be; this individual holds a 
station in the custom house, an office of some kind be- 
ing necessary to lend him a character, To him, then, 
is committed the management of the subordinate de- 
tails, and through his hands goes the money for bribes ; 
in every ward he finds some as unscrupulous as him- 
self, who have their price, and who are openly known 
to work at elections for money, and are the property of 
the highest bidder; to these men is entrusted the pack- 
ing of the nominating committees, and as there is ne 
diffieulty in finding three or five in a ward who are pli- 
ant enough for any purpose, they are put in nomination, 
elected by the requisite number of votes, and the farce 
of meeting in convention follows. If the selection of 
delegates has been well managed, no trouble ensues in 
this body, but if rival cliques have succeeded in getting 
a few members into the convention, some delay may 
take place, and a variety of ballotings be had, until the 
disaffected are bought off. The next step is a ratifica- 
tion meeting at Tammany where the young orators of 
the party are allowed to try their wings, and soar into 
the obscurity of dullness on their own bombast. The 
people finish the affair by electing the candidates !— 
And this beautiful system is to be pursued in the selec- 
tion of Judges! How strange that an intelligent peo- 
ple can thus be led by the nose, by a parcel of dishon- 
est but cunning knaves; that the arrogance of empty 
pretenders to a little political skill should make them 
the rulers of this great{city.

Military Governors. 
We recommend to the notice of President makers the 
following exwract from Cumingsby, by D’Israeli. 
Speaking of a celebrated military chief, he says: 


“ He cares little for causes. He watches events rath« 
er than creates them. It is a characteristic uf the mili- 
tary mind. Rapid combinations, the result of a quick 
vigilant and comprehensive glance, are generally tris 
umphant in the field ; but in civil affairs, where results 
are not immediate ; in diplomacy and the management 
of deliberative assemblies, where there is much inter- 
vening time and many counteracting causes, this velo- 
city of decision, this fitful and precipitate action is often 
productive of considerable embarrassment and some 
times of terrible discomfiture. It is remarkable that 
men celebrated for military prudence are often found to be 
headstrong statesmen. A great General in civil life is 
frequently and strangely the creature of impulse, influ- 
enced in his political movements by the last snatch of 
information, and often the creature of the last aid de 
camp who has his ear.” 


How admirably this description fits the character of 
Gen. Jackson, a headstrong statesman who never hesi- 
tated to take the responsibility ; that he was generally 
correct in his movements, he was as much indebted to 
the coolness of his advisers as to his own good sense; 
but it might have been otherwise and most disastrous 
consequences ensued from his impetuosity. The ermp 
is not the school in which statesmen are formed; ac- 
customed only to the command of animated machinery 
the General is chafed when he confronts the doubts and 
hesitation of civilians, whose obedience the terrors of a 
court martial cannot enforce. Long accustomed to un- 
limited command he little brooks the fetters of constitu- 
tional restrictions ; nor is that all, the rights of soldiers 
and the rights of citizens are different, the dependence 
of one and the independence of the other do not harmon- 
ize in the General’s mind, which prompts him to act 
rather than untie the intricate knots of state policy. 

But what isto be done with Gen. Scott whose an- 
cient renown asa soldier is increased largely by his 
late operations in Mexico? The capture of Vera Cruz 
marks him with honor, for the care with which he 
guarded the lives of his troops; the event displays his 
humanity and his prudence, qualities which should 
inclir.e the scale in his tavor whe @ equel renown has 
been displayed ; look at the disparity of loss by the for- 
ces before Monterey with that suffered at Vera Cruz; 
the latter might have been taken by the same off-hand 
style of throwing away men’s lives; but Scott’s plan 
was the safest and the surest. And now the entire de- 
feat of Santa Anna at Cerro Gordo exhibits his prompt- 
ness and military decision, while the rapidity of his 
successful movements displays the brilliancy of his 
conceptions. It will not do to give him up so Mr 
Brown. He isa better commander than Gen, Taylor, 
and will commard more available capital. I the short 
space of one month, since he landed his forces on the 
enemy’s soil, he has captured a strongly walled city, 
he has captured a strongly walled city, together with 
the almost pregnable castle of St. Juau; he has faught 
a pitched battle against greatly superior forces on the 
enemy’s own ground, under the most unfavorable cit- 
cumstances and against the most desperate natural d¢- 
fences; he has captured at least 10,000 prisoners includ- 
ing a multitude of officers, about 500 cannon and vast 
quantities of munitions of war, and is now probably in 
the city of Mexico, If all this does not furnish evidence 
of his availability asa military candidate, our Whig 
friends must be hard to please.

Death of Gen. Dromgoole.

It was on Tuesday last that we received a telegraphic 
dispatch from Fredericksburgh, announcing the re- 
election of George C. Dromgoole as a member of Con- 
gress; but the bulletin stated at the same time that he 
was very sick at home. ‘This day about theesame 
hour, we received another bulletin by the telegraph, 
stating that George C. Dromgoole had breathed his 
last, Thus, we had scarcely time to rejoice over his 
success, before we are called upon to mourn over his 
ashes, Gen, Dromgoole was known to thousands, not 
only in Virginia, but in the distant quarters of the 
Union. He was an extraordinary man, gifted with the 
most penetrating judgment, assisted by the most reten- 
tive memory, blessed, too, with indomitable energy and 
unflinching courage. He was distinguished for his re- 
publican principles, his prompt eloquence, his extensive 
experience in public affairs, and his great parliamenta- 
ry knowledge, He had a wonderfal influence over the 
minds of men, whenever he did justice to himself. His 
destiny would have been singularly bright and lofty, if 
his rare endowments had never been eclipsed by one 
unfortunate habit. G.C, Dromgoole was one of the first 
men in Virginia; and he was, occasionally, the strong- 
estman in the tiouse of Representatives. He never 
would have been run so closely in his Congressional 
district—it never would have been a question, whether 
he has just been elected or defeated by six or eight votes 
—if this able man had always been true to himself.— 
Every one admitted the extent of his powers, and ad- 
mired the stability of his principles; and there is scarce- 
ly a distinguished man In our public couucils, acquaint- 
ed with Mr. D. who will not regret and lament his 
fate. [ Union.
